and the wayes of Graces he refembleth them to the!Philiftims, who ftop up _ 
with the earth of their owne inventions, the Welsof true beleevers; he refem-

Thefé paffages of his Sermon being openly read, Matter Wheelwright did 
acknowledge and juttifie the {ame,and being demanded (either then or before) 
whether by thofe under a Covenant of workes hee did meane any ofthe Mini- 
fers and other Chriltiansin thofe Churches, he anfwered, that if Ke were 
thewed any that walked in fuch away,as he had defcribed to bea Covenant of 
workes, them he did meane. Here divers fpeeches pafled up and downe, where- 
of there was no fpeciall notice taken, as not materiall to the purpose in hand. 
The Court proceeded alfo to exaniine fome witnefles about another Sermon 
ofhis, whereat much offence hadalfo beenetaken, and notwithout caufe, (as 
appeared tothe Court) for in thathe feemed to {care men not onely from le- 
gall righteoufneffe, buteven from faith andrepentance, as if that alfo were a 
way of the Covenant of workes, bur thisbettig matter of DoG&rine, the Court 
pafled it by fortheprefent, onely they (and the Minilers prefent, divers of 
them) declared their griefe to fee firch opinions rifen in the Country of fo 
dangerous confequence, and {o directly crofling the {cope of the Gofpell, (as

| The matters objetedagainit Mr. Wbeel, being recolle&ed, and put to the 
vote, the opinion ofthe Court was, that he had run into {edition and con- 
cempt of the Civill authority,which accordingly was recorded to the {ame eé- 
fe&, and the wasenjoyned to appeare at the next general! Court to abide their 
further fentence herein, And whereas motion was made of enjoyning him 
filence in the meane time, the Minifters were defired to deliver their advice 
what the Court might doe in fuch acafe: Their anfwer was,that they could 
not givea clearerefolution of the queftion at the prefent, but for Mr. Wheel. 


they defired that the Court would rather referre him to the Church of B, to” 


deale with him for that matter; which accordingly was done, and fo he was 
difmiffed: fach ofthe Magiltrates and Deputies, as had not concurred with 
themajor part in the vote, (fome of them) moved that the diffent might be 


-recorded,(but it was denyed )as a courfe never ufed in this or any fuch Court. 


Afterward they tendered a Proteitation, which was alfo refuled,becaufe therein 
they had juftified Mr. Wheel. asa taichtull Minifter ofthe Lord Jefus, and con- 
demned the Court for undue proceeding ; but this was offered them, that if 
they would writedowne the words. ofthe record, and fubfcribe their diffent 
without laying fuch afperfion upon the Court, it thould be received. 

Alchough the {imple narration of thefe proceedings might be {ufficient to 
juftifie che Court in whatthey have done,efpecially with thefe of this jurif{diGi- 
on, who have taken notice of the paflages in the generall Court in Decem.laft,yet 
for fatisfa&ion of others to whonr this cafe may be otherwife prefented by 
fame or mifreport, -we will fet downe {ome grounds and reafons thereof, fome 
whereof were exprefied in the Court, and others (though not publickly in- 
fifted upon, yet) wellconceived by fome,as further'motives to leade their judg- 
ments to doe as they did. | 

And,1.-Ic is to be obferved, chat the noted ditferences in point of Reli- 
gion in the Churches here, are about the Covenant of workes, in oppofition to 
the Covenant of grace; inclearing whereof much difpute hath beene, whether 
danctifcation be any evidence of juitification. :

The 
uproare moved by Demetrius, Atis 19. was fedition, yet he reither took up 
armes, nor perfwaded others fo todoe, but onely induced the minds of the 
people, and madethem fierce againit the Apoftles, by telling them they were 
enemies to Diana of the Epbeftans. Korab and his company moved a moitdan- 
gerous {edition, yet they did not ftirre up the people.to fight, onely they went 
apartand drew others to themagainit AZofesand Aaron; here was nothing but 
words, and that by aLevite, who might {peake by his place, but it colt more 
then words before it was pacified. Now in ,our pfefent cafe, did not Mr. Wheel, 
make fides when he proclaimed.all to be under a Covenant of works , who did 
not follow him(itep by ftep) in his defcription of the Covenant of Grace?did he 
not make himfelfe a parcy.on the other fide, by, often uling thefe and the like 
-words,We,us? Did henot labour to heat the minds of the people,and to make 
them fierce againtt thofe of that fide, which he oppofed (and:whereof he knew 
that moft of the Magiltratesand Minitters had declared themfclves) when with 
the greateft fervency of {piric and voyce, he proclaimes them Antichrifts,.ene- 
mies, Philiftims, Herod, Pilate, perfecuting Jewes, and fticred up them on his 
part to fight with them, tolay load.on them, to burne them, to threth them,to.

ther, as ours here ; fo wasitalfo in the Netherlands betweene the Orthodox and 
the Arminians, fo hath it beenebetweene the Caiviniftsand Lutherans : In every 
place we find that the contentions began firit by difputations and Sermons, 


and when the minds of the people were once fet on fire by reproachfull termes 


of incendiary {pirits, they foone fet to blowes, and had alwayes a tragicall and 
‘boudy if, And to cleare this ubje&ion, Mr. Wbeel. profefled before hand, 
what he looked for, viz. that his do&rine would caufe combuftions even in 
the Common-wealth, as well as in the Churches, which he could not have 
feared if he had (uppofed (as in charity he well might) that thotewho were 


fet over the people here in both States were indeed true Chriftians; yea he not. 


onely confeffeth his expe&tation,but his earneft defire alfo of fuch combuftions 
and diiturbances,when he faith that it is theSaints defire to have the fire kindled, 
as if hee were come among Turks or Papilts, and not among the Churches of 
Chrift, among whom Paul laboured to quench all fire ofcontention, but with 
the Corinthians, Romans, and Galatians, and withed that thofe were cut off who 
troubled chem, fecting a mark upon fuch as made divifion, and a note ofa 
carnall mind: therefore this objetion will not fave him, his offenceis yet with- 
out excufe, hee did intend to trouble our peace, and hee hath effeéted it;there- 
fore it was acontempt ofthat authority which required every man to ftud 

Peaceand Truth, and therefore it was a feditious contempt, in that hee fiir- 
red up others, to joyn in the difturbance of that peace,which hee was bound by

they thould bee likethe Angels, &c. The Elders of Boffon finding her thus ob- 
itinate, propounded to the Church for an admonition to bee given her, to 
which all the Church confented, except two of her fons, who becaufé they per=- 
fifted to defend her, were under admonition alfo, Mr,Cotton gave the ad moni- 
tion, and firftto her fons, laying it fadly upon them, that they would give fuch 
way to their natural! affeCtion,as for preferving her honour, they fhould make’ 
a breach upon the honour of Chrilt,and upon their Covenant with the Church, 
and Wichallteare che very bowels of.cheir foule, by hardning her in her fin: 
Yn chis admonition to her, firlt, -hee remembred her of the good way fhee was 
inatherfictcomming, in helping ro difcover to divers, the falfe bottom they*

hardea her in her fin: fo thee was difmiiled and appointed to appeare againe 
thateday.

Thus farre thee went on well, andthe Affembly conceived hope of her re-
